favorable nature and the prison offi­ 
c ia ls are very anxious to avoid any­ 
thing of the kind. 
The plan of burn­ 
ing the clothing and letters of the 
murderer wrill prevent the exhibition 
of relics by those who pander to the 
morbid. 
The hour of 7 on Tuesday morning 
is the time set by Warden J. Warren 
Mead for the execution. 


Seven O’Clock Tomorrow Morning. 
Various reports changing that time 
have gone through Auburn Sunday 
and last night. 
One rumor placed 
the time at 7 o’clock today, but that 
is discredited by the fact that Super­ 
intendent of State Prisons Cornelius 
V. Collins, it was expected, will not 
arrive here until 3 o’clock this after­ 
noon. and none of the regularly sum­ 
moned witnesses has not yet reached 
Auburn. 
The chair in whicn Czolgosz will sit 
to receive the deadly electrical shoe* 
was examined and tested Sunday bv 
State Electrician F. F. Davis and Is 
ready for the part that it is to play in 
the final scene of the great national 
tragedy.

It is admitted 
by him self that he was and is one of 
the largest stockholders therein 
The 
works are situated at Union Furnace, 
Hooking county. 
Its employes were 
paid 
considerably lower 
wages than 
other men in similar work. The gentle­ 
men controlling the concern, through 
Colonel Kilbourne’s brother, the super­ 
intendent. absolutely refused to permit 
the men to join the Knights of Labor, 
and 
declared 
positively 
that 
those 
who 
had 
already 
become 
members 
must either leave the union or lose 
their jobs. 
Proof of this is found in 
the following affidavit:

“ Ross Boyles, being first duly sworn, 
deposes and says: 
“About the year 1889 I was employed 
by the Columbus Brick and Terra Cot­ 
ta works at Union Furnace. Hocking 
county. 
At that time the common la­ 
borers employed by this company were 
being paid $1.15 a day. while men em­ 
ployed by other brick-making yeards 
in that

company, myself among them, decided 
to organize a Local Assembly of the 
Knights of Labor, hoping that, with 
the strength of a union to back us.

“The Superintendent of the Colux- 


bourne said to me. ‘Have you consid­ 
ered the matter. Ross?’ 
I told him 
that I had, and that I Intended to stay 
with the union. 
He said, ‘Ross. I am 
sorry to lose you, aa you are a gbod 
hand to me. but as I have said before 
that I would have nothing to do with 
unions. I therefore will have to pay 
you off.’ 
He then paid me In full, and 
turning to the gentleman whom he in­ 
troduced as Colonel Coit, he said, ‘I 
am losing one of my very best igen, a 
man whom I always could trust with 
work that needed attention and care.’ 
Colonel Coit asked 
him if 
nothing 
could be done to straighten matters up 
between him and me, but Mr. Kil­ 
bourne said he positively w-ould not 
keep me in his employ unless I left the 
union. 
“There 
were about forty-five em­ 
ployed In the brickyards, and about 
thirty-five of them, several of these 
including myself, quit work rather 
than go back on our oath and leave 
the union. 
We wrote to Mr. Nugent 
at Straitsville, telling him of the cir­ 
cumstances, and he came over to Union 
Furnace to try to get some settlem ent 
with Mr. Kilbourne by which the men 
could return to work without leaving 
the K. of L. 
Nugent came up and 
spent a day and a night, and held 
a lengthy 
conference with Mr. K il­ 
bourne. but he was unable to reach 
any settlement, and he told us after­ 
ward that Mr. Kilbourne was the con­ 
traries! man about labor unions he 
ever saw. 
Then acting upon Mr. Nu­ 
gent's advice, we arranged to boycott 
the brick made by the Columbus Brick 
and Terra Cotta company, hoping by 
this means to bring Mr. Kilbourne to 
terms. 
In a couple of weeks he found 
that union labor men in Chicago and 
other places 
would not handle the 
bricks he was making and shipping, 
and he thus was forced to propose 
term s of settlem ent with his employes 
who had been discharged for joining 
the Knight" of Labor. 
It happened, 
however, that the agreement he pro­ 
posed needed the signatures of the 
president and secretary of our Assem­ 
bly of the K. of L., and these two offi­ 
cials were among the looked-out em­ 
ployes who had left the organization 
in order to hold their places under Mr. 
Kilbourne. 
Consequently, having rat­ 
ted. their signatures could not make 
the agreement binding, and the Colum­ 
bus Brick and Terra Cotta company 
has never since recognized union la­ 
bor.

concern which the Kilbournes of Co­ 
lumbus, were supposed

control, one of whom I understand at 
the time was president. 
“At that time I was Master Work­ 
man of District No. (J. .I think it was 
two weeks after organizing the as­ 
sembly I received notice that all those 
who refused 
to 
leave the assem bly 
were discharged. 
I went 
to 
Union 
Furnace and met Mr. Kilbourne to try 
and effect a settlem ent or demand rea­ 
sons for the discharge of the men. Ho 
informed me that I should not have 
organized his 
em ployes 
without his 
permission. 
‘How dare you,’ he said, 
‘come here and organize my men into 
a union without 
my perm ission?’ 
I 
informed him that it was not custom ­ 
ary. nor did I believe it my duty to 
report to anybody but those who were 
Interested in the formation of the or­ 
ganization; that the organization was 
for the purpose of protecting the work­ 
ers, and to establish a rate of w ages 
paid at other plants in the valley; as­ 
suring him that he would not be asked 
.o comply with any condition that 
was not enforced at the Haydenville 
And N elsonville plants.

difference, that he 
would have nothing 
to do with any 
form of labor organization, nor allow , 
any of his men to be members of any 
labor union: that he could take care 
of all their interests without any out- | 
side interference. 
“As a result of Mr. 
Kilbourne’s ac- | 
tlon In coercing his men and prevent- j 
ing them joining a labor organization i 
to work in harmony with Haydenville 
and Nelsonville, the men employed by 
the Columbus Brick and Terra Cotta

friend of labor, can only be explained
